‘Must do more’ to tackle 
shocking homicide rate 

Bedfordshire revealed as country’s murder capital in study by the Office for National Statistics

COMMUNITY workers are urging 
organisations to work harder to 
tackle serious crime following the 
revelation that Bedfordshire has 
the highest homicide rate in the 
United Kingdom. 

A new study, published by the 
Office for National Statistics, has 
revealed the county has the highest 
number of killings per head. 

Pastor Lloyd Denny, chairman of 


Luton in Harmony, said he was 
‘surprised and shocked’ by the sta¬ 
tistics but added that he did not have 
the ‘sense that people are in fear’. 

Mark Clarke, head of Walk to 
Freedom, an organisation that helps 
drug and alcohol addicts in the 
county, said the ‘collaborative work’ 
between voluntary and public 
bodies aimed at helping young 
people stay away from crime must 
carry on in order for things in the 
county to improve. 

Twelve people lost their lives at the 


hands of another person in 
Bedfordshire in 2013/14. Of these, 
five have led to murder convictions 
and three to manslaughter. 

The figure is a far cry from the 108 
killed over the same period in 
London. But when you take the 
number of people who live in each 
region, our county has a much 
higher death rate per person. 

In Bedfordshire a total of 18.9 
people per million were homicide 
victims, according to the study. 

Pastor Denny said: “I’m surprised 


and shocked to be honest, and my 
response would be there’s a lot of 
work to do. 

“The good thing I would say is that 
locally I do not think that people are 
in fear. 

“I do not get the sense when I am 
out and about that something bad is 
about to happen. The figures show 
that there is more we need to do to 
make things better.” 

Mr Clarke said: “The community 
work being done needs to be conti- 
nous and we are striving for that. 


“We know that it’s not a lot of peo¬ 
ple (who are involved in crime) but 
it’s a smaller group who are doing 
this. But we also have young people 
who are doing a lot of positive work.” 

Since April last year there have 
been four homicides in the county. 

Chief Constable for Bedfordshire 
Police, Colette Paul, said: “Our 
officers are continuing to work 
incredibly hard to protect the people 
of Bedfordshire, and this of course 
includes fighting the most serious 
crimes such as murder.”

Cops to foot the 
£ 600 k cost of a 


no vote 
in police

IF residents vote no on a proposal to 
increase the police council tax precept 
by 15.85 per cent at the polls on elec¬ 
tion day it will cost the force £600,000. 

On Wednesday, Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins officially 
triggered a referendum by proposing to 
increase the police precept by more 
than two per cent. 

Due to the restrictions of council tax 
legislation, residents won’t get their say 
at the ballot box until May 7, the same 
day as the general election, but the rise 
will come into effect when the new 
financial year starts in April. 

If successful, the council tax hike, 
which would bring Bedfordshire in line 
with what Cambridgeshire residents 
pay, would add an extra £4.5m to the 
Beds Police coffers - the equivalent of 
21 per cent of its funding. 

However the cost of the referendum 
itself is dear with a yes vote likely to cost

the force £350k and a no vote £600k as 
fresh bills would need to be sent out to 
every resident and their council tax 
recalculated on the basis of a 1.99 per 
cent increase. 

According to Mr Martins the state of 
the force’s finances are ‘pretty apoca¬ 
lyptic’ as it is rurally funded but has 
urban challenges. He claims the extra 
cash would pay for 100 new officers to 
add to the 1,067 it currently has and 
they’d be protected until 2020/21. 

He said: “It is important people under¬ 
stand they are being asked whether 
they support the increase that will be 
introduced this April rather than a fur¬ 
ther increase coming in after the vote.” 

A YouGov poll commissioned by Mr 
Martins has shown 70 per cent say they 
will vote no on polling day. 

A residents’ group, created to oppose 
the fee hike, said: “Surely if we are on 
such a knife-edge every bit of money 
should be used for police officers?”

IF you were house hunting 
this week you might have 
been a bit perplexed to 
stumble across a flat in the 
town centre worth more 
than half a million pounds 
described as being located 
in ‘one of the most cosmo¬ 
politan areas of London’. 

The unbuilt two-bedroom 
apartment in Flowers Way is 
on the market for between 
£534,751-£551,026. 

The accompanying des¬ 
cription claimed it is close to 
‘one of the world’s leading 
financial districts’ and has 
many of London’s landmarks 
‘right on your doorstep’. 

When LoS asked whether 


the minimum 20-minute 
train journey to London, 
plus tube travel, constituted 
‘on your doorstep’, Remax 
Properties, the estate agents 
selling the property’, said 
the descriptions had been a 
‘mistake’ and would be 
changed. 

Luton Borough Council 
gave conditional planning 
permission to developers, 
Oyster Properties Assets, to 
build three buildings with a 
mixture of residential and 
student housing. The blocks, 
due to be built next year, will 
have 130 luxury flats and 359 
rooms for students. 

According to a listing 
posted on property website 
Zoopla, furnishings in the 
flat will be ‘assembled to 


create an atmosphere of 
hedonism and abandon¬ 
ment reminiscent of the 
1920s and 1930s’. 

It will also offer a 24-hour 
concierge service and 
monitored office space. 

Other flats in the block 
range from £81,160 to 
£471,287. 

A financial viability assess¬ 
ment submitted to the coun¬ 
cil along with the initial 
plans by construction 
consultancy Pod LLP 
proposed that two-bedroom 
flats be valued at a maxi¬ 
mum of £155k, and £120k for 
one-bedroom flats. 

An employee at Remax said 
the flats were aimed at 
investors interested in 
property.

PM slams PCC’s 
plan to raise tax

PLANS to increase 
Bedfordshire Police’s 
precept by more than 15 per 
cent have been criticised by 
the Prime Minister. 

David Cameron said the 
force had done a ‘good job’ of 
reducing crime but added 
that he did not agree with 
proposals by the county’s 
Police & Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) to raise the police pre¬ 
cept by 15.8 per cent. 

PCC Oily Martins said the 
rise would be spent on 100 
additional police officers 
‘alongside extra resources to 
manage the most prolific 


offenders and safeguard 
vulnerable people’. 

Mr Cameron, who was 
speaking on a visit to Luton, 
said he did not think the PCC 
was ‘right to want to increase 
the council tax in this way’ 
and said the force could ‘find 
further efficiencies and 
continue to do the excellent 
job they do’. 

He added: “The chief 
constable will make her own 
case but the fact is crime is 
falling. 

“Full credit to the police; 
they’ve managed to do more 
with less and I think there are 
further efficiencies that they 
can find [such as] co-ordinat¬ 
ing with other forces and 


making sure they share some 
of the costs. 

“They should exhaust all 
those processes before 
putting taxpayers’ bills up.” 

Mr Martins said the force 
was already saving money 
through working with neigh¬ 
bouring forces and faced a 
‘looming £6 million budget 
hole in 2019’. 

He continued: “A rise of 15.8 
per cent would restore PCs to 
Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams in all areas and 
balance the budget until 
beyond the next parliament. 

“If the Prime Minister 
knows a better way of doing 
this I’d be delighted to hear 
from him.”

Council censured 
for housing plans

CENTRAL Bedfordshire 
Council has been criticised 
for not co-operating with a 
neighbouring authority over 
housing plans. 

The council has indicated it 
will seek a judicial review 
after the Planning 
Inspectorate said it had not 
‘co-operated sufficiently’ 
with others over its develop¬ 
ment strategy. 

The authority wants to 
develop 31,000 homes and 


create 27,000 new jobs 
between now and 2031, 
including 5,400 homes for 
residents in Luton. 

However, Luton Borough 
Council has argued that 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
(CBC) needs to allocate more 
housing for its residents. 

This would mean a further 
6,000 homes being built. 

Cllr Nigel Young, from CBC, 
said the inspectors findings 
were ‘misguided’ and added 
he would seek the support of 
his fellow councillors in call¬ 
ing for a judicial review. 


He said: “We are not an 
authority that wishes to block 
growth or freeze our commu¬ 
nities in aspic. 

“But neither are we an 
authority that will accept the 
imposition of unsustainable 
development which could 
undermine the quality and 
character of our communi¬ 
ties.”

A MAN has been convicted of 
sexually abusing a 16-year- 
old boy who had gone into 
his bedroom to play on an 
Xbox game.

The defendant performed 
oral sex on the teen, molested 
him and took explicit photos. 

Prosecutor Peter Shaw said 
the boy’s mother came to pick 
him up and realised some¬ 
thing was wrong. 

Black, of Leaf Road, 
Houghton Regis, pleaded not 
guilty to six charges: causing 
a person to engage in sexual 
activity, sexual assault and 


four charges of taking inde¬ 
cent photographs of a 
16-year-old child, but was 
convicted on Thursday. 

Black was arrested on 
December 22 and his phone 
was seized. When questioned 
he said the boy consented. 

Under cross examination by 
Mr Shaw, Black denied his 
account was lies. Mr Shaw 
said Black had been domi¬ 
nant, four years older and 
much bigger than the boy. 

Sentencing has been 
adjourned until April 16.

‘Asbestos exposure’ 
killed council painter

A FORMER Luton Borough 
Council painter and decora¬ 
tor was killed by exposure to 
asbestos at work, an inquest 
has ruled. 

Frederick Bezzina, from 
Stevenage, died last year 
from mesothelioma at 
Garden House Hospice in 
Letchworth Garden City. He 
was 73. 

Addressing an inquest last 
Wednesday, coroner Edward 


Thomas said the exposure 
would have happened when 
Mr Bezzina was doing ‘the 
things that in those times 
painters and decorators did’. 

He added: “He was a painter 
and decorator for the council 
and during that time he 
would have had connection 
with asbestos dealing with 
fire doors and various other 
things.” 

The coroner told the inquest 
in Hatfield that mesothelio¬ 
ma could occur naturally, 
‘but it is unusual’. 


Citing information from 
pathologist Dr Rudd, the 
coroner said even a short 
exposure to asbestos could 
cause mesothelioma. 

Mr Thomas said: “The 
progress of the disease is 
very typical. I have no hesita¬ 
tion in concluding he died 
from mesothelioma caused 
by exposure to asbestos.” 

Addressing Mr Bezzina’s 
wife, he said: “It must be 
dreadful for you. It’s really 
sad. You were deprived of a 
long retirement together.”

TEAM ON 
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Rubbish piling up 
in ‘forgotten’ spot

CONCERN is rising over 
a fly-tipping blackspot which 
residents say has been 
‘forgotten’ by a council. 

This week, another pile of 
rubbish was dumped just off 
Chaul End Road, near 
Caddington, including wood, 
windows and mattresses. 

The waste been left right 
next to a sign warning that 
the area is monitored by 
CCTV to prevent fly-tipping 
and that any offenders who 
are caught face up to a 
£20,000 fine or six months in 
prison. 

Residents are asking why 
the sign - erected by South 
Bedfordshire District Council 
before it disbanded in 2009 - 
is being ignored by fly-tip¬ 
pers and the spot ‘forgotten’ 
by Central Bedfordshire 
Council (CBC). 

One resident, who contact¬ 
ed Luton on Sunday about the 
problem, said: “Judging by 
the sign this must be a regu¬ 
lar fly-tipping site going back 
a long time. 

“But I am sure if there was 
CCTV as mentioned it has 
long since gone wonky!” 



Cllr Brian Spurr, executive 
member for sustainable com¬ 
munities, said: “The council 
has a zero-tolerance policy 
towards fly-tipping and takes 
every measure to make sure 
that offenders are prosecut¬ 
ed. 

“Council officers actively 
patrol hotspot areas and sur¬ 
veillance cameras may also 
be positioned at specific sites 
to catch fly-tippers. 

“This has resulted in several 
simple cautions being issued 
and 14 prosecutions since 
August 2014. 


“Our officers are investigat¬ 
ing this latest enquiry and 
any further waste will be 
removed after checks for evi¬ 
dence have been made.” 

CBC asks for reports to 
include the time, date and 
location of the offence, along 
with a description and regis¬ 
tration information of any 
vehicles involved, along with 
a description of the offender 
and what’s been tipped.

A COLLISION on the Ml last 
Saturday left three men 
dead and another fighting 
for his life in hospital. 

Crashes on Monday and 
Tuesday followed, which 
took the total number of 
incidents up to four in two 
weeks on a small stretch of 
the motorway from 
junctions 10 to 13. 

Concerns have since been 
raised by our readers over 
the number of collisions on 
the Ml in Bedfordshire, 
particularly in relation to 
the hard shoulder. 

But this was the only 
incident involving the hard 
shoulder and Department 
for Transport (DfT) insist 
there is no correlation. 

A spokeswoman for the 
DfT said: “The hard shoul¬ 
der is only opened in spe¬ 
cial circumstances, such as 
when there has been an 
accident on the inside lane 
or when it can help relieve 
congestion.” 

On the recent spate, Mark 
Turner, CEO of the Road 
Victims Trust, a Kempston 
based charity which helps 
those affected by road 
traffic collisions, said: 
“Statistically, there are five 
people who die in the coun¬ 



try each day on our roads 
and tragically, on Saturday, 
three of those were in 
Bedfordshire. 

“The county has had a 
tough time with road traffic 
collisions this month. 
Sometimes we get 
occasions like this where 
there is an upward spike 
and other times we have a 
relatively incident free 
time.” 

Mr Turner spoke favoura¬ 
bly about work which has 
been done to increase 
safety on the Ml in recent 


years, saying: “Millions of 
pounds have been spent 
improving the Ml by the 
Highways Agency in recent 
years with the aim of 
making it safer. 

“Any advice I’d give to 
those travelling on the 
motorways is that they are 
technically the safest as 
there are no roundabouts or 
traffic lights. 

“The incidents which do 
happen are often worse 
than those which happen 
on other types of roads due 
to the increased speed.

“As such, you can’t fall 
into a false sense of security 
despite how safe they are. 
You should always obey the 
two second rule and should 
remain vigilant at all 
times.” 

In the event of a fatality, 
the effect on those close to 
the victim is obvious, but 
a far greater number of 
people are also affected. 

Mr Turner said: “It has a 
massive effect on the whole 
community. 

“The total is closer to 100 
people, with family, friends 


and all those connected to 
them all being affected too. 

“Our job is to engage with 
the families and friends, as 
it’s not just a case of two or 
three people being affected 
by a death on our roads. 

“Road deaths are trau¬ 
matic for all involved as 
there is no chance to say 
goodbye and it happens in 
the blink of an eye.”

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‘Unequal’ school 
needs to change

AN Islamic faith school has 
said it will make the 
‘improvements needed to 
raise standards’ after it was 
criticised for its unequal 
treatment of girls and boys. 

Rabia Boys’ and Girls’ 
School, in Portland Road, 
was found by Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors to be falling short of the 
standards required for 
independent schools. 

The school was judged as 


inadequate in May last year 
and on a follow up visit last 
month, Ofsted said inequali¬ 
ty at the school still existed. 

Inspectors said boys had 
more time to study the 
national curriculum and do 
more activities, while girls 
were restricted in their devel¬ 
opment, including being lim¬ 
ited to knitting and sewing in 
technology classes and not 
having equal access to labo¬ 
ratory facilities for science. 

Ofsted also said pupils had 
a better understanding of 


British institutions and peo¬ 
ple with different back¬ 
grounds, but added the 
school was undermining ‘the 
promotion of fundamental 
British values in its unequal 
treatment of girls and boys’. 

In a statement, the school 
said it ‘took heart from the 
many positive comments 
that were included in the 
inspection report’. 

The school added that it 
had an ‘action plan’ in place 
to ensure it worked on the 
areas highlighted by Ofsted.

She added: “I love London and I 
am from London but I like to 
come out and talk to other people 
and see crowds that I do not see 
as often and that’s the good thing 
about being out of London.”

FIFTY SHADES OF GREY 


Cineworld all this week 

AS the only one in the office brave 
enough (or maybe that’s stupid 
enough) to go and see Fifty Shades 
of Grey my expectations weren’t 
high from the outset. 

For those who haven’t read the 
book and have lived in a Fifty 
Shades-free-bubble for the last few 
years, the plot revolves around a 
university graduate, Anastasia 
Steele, meeting billionaire busi¬ 
nessman Christian Grey when she 
interviews him for the student 
paper. 

Throw in a little casual stalking 
and before long he’s asking her to 
become his sex slave and let him 
have his wicked way with her in his 
‘play room’ or as she calls it, his ‘red 
room of pain’. 

I have read all three of the books 
in the trilogy and found the writing 
to be a little repetitive; the first film 
in the screen trilogy wasn’t much 
different. 

The first time Christian and Ana 
have sex I was mildly interested, 
but by no means did it push any 
boundaries. And it isn’t long before 
they were teeing up for another

steamy session, and I was left 
thinking ‘again?’ 

Then we arrive in the red room of 
pain and, rather than experiencing 
shock at the rows of instruments, it 
just seemed as though Christian 
showing off in a Took at all my toys’ 
sort of way. 

Don’t get me wrong, I did like 
Jamie Dornan who plays the sex- 
mad protagonist, he’s certainly 
easy on the eye, but Christian Grey 
is not supposed to be a likeable 
character. I don’t know whether it 


was his slightly softer appearance, 
or the cheesy jokes which were 
occasionally thrown in, but I 
couldn’t shake the feeling I was 
meant to warm to him. 

Again it seems every effort has 
been made to make Ana (Dakota 
Johnson) bubbly, which is a shame 
as it strips her of even the token 
feistiness given to her in print. 

Aside from some lovely sweeping 
shots of the Seattle skyline, the film 
has little to offer other than saving 
anyone who hasn’t already from 


needing to read any of the books. 

The continuity is a bit dodgy with 
some of the Apple laptops clearly 
off while the characters are 
pretending to use them and accord¬ 
ing to my other half, you don’t see 
enough of the posh cars. 

I’m not convinced this film stands 
up in its own right and it ends very 
abruptly - much to the disgust of 
the largely female audience who 
clearly wanted to see just a little bit 
more of Jamie’s bum...

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The Audi A6 trims up and sets about its rivals 
with a package that’s based on a efficiency, 
technology and, yes, a bit more power. It’ll have 
its work cut out dislodging BMW and Mercedes 
but it’s hard not to love the care and attention 
that’s clearly been lavished on this car. 

The A6 range has been effectively split in two. ‘Proper’ A6 
models are exclusively diesel powered, while the S6 and 
RS6 sports models stick with petrol engines. Efficiency 
has been improved across the diesel range, with the most 
efficient engine - the 2.0-litre TDI four-cylinder with 
190PS - reserved for the ultra versions. The trio of 3.0-litre 
six-cylinder TDI clean diesel’ emits kicks off with a single¬ 
turbo V6 with 218PS, and is followed by a 272PS variant, 
also with a single charger. At the top of the range, the 3.0 
TDI clean diesel biturbo produces a hefty 320PS. The high- 
performance diesel is paired with an eightspeed tiptronic 
automatic transmission. 

All other engine variants are linked to either a sixspeed 
manual gearbox or a seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch 
transmission. In the versions with front-wheel drive, a 
fully redeveloped dual-clutch transmission replaces the 
unpopular CVT ‘box. Quattro all-wheel-drive is available 
in conjunction with all engines bar the 2.0-litre TDI, and in 
versions with 272PS and above, it can be supplemented with 
a sport differential. Sports suspension lowered by 20mm 
is standard for the A6 S line and optional for the SE model 
and the former can be rooted to the tarmac even more 
firmly by S line sports suspension which lowers the body 
by a further 10mm. Alternatively, the cushioned comfort of 
electronically controlled adaptive air suspension is available 


in conjunction with both specification options. The 
Audi drive select dynamic handling system is standard. 

The S6 and S6 Avant are powered by a 4.0-litre TFSIV8, 
with twin turbos helping it to 450PS. That’s enough to 
catapult the saloon through 62mph in 4.4 seconds. 

The sports differential is standard, as is air suspension, 
which lowers the body by 20 millimetres. Matt black brake 
calipers grip the front discs mounted behind the 19-inch 
alloys. The monster RS6 Avant tops the range, its 560PS V8 
jetting it to 62mph in a mere 3.9 seconds and on to a top 
speed of 189mph. 

The Audi A6 isn’t the most overtly compelling car in its 
class, no matter how persistently its manufacturer tells us 
otherwise. It doesn’t have the instant rakishness of a Jaguar 
XF, the purebred dynamics of a BMW 5 Series or the old- 
school elegance of a Mercedes E-Class. It’s a vehicle that 
rewards a considered and cerebral approach. What’s more, 
it’s one of those cars that grows on you with familiarity, the 
sheer intensity of care that’s gone into making it liveable 
proving hugely impressive. 

So what the A6 lacks in instant impact it more than makes 
up in depth of engineering. There’s a dizzying breadth of 
talent too; the ultra models offer the sort of efficiency we’d 
normally associate with a supermini while the RS6 offers the 
performance of an old-school supercar. The A6 is going to 
appeal to those who love high-tech and low fuss. 

If Audi were out to kill the Jeremy Clarkson stereotype of 
its modern customer base, this is a great way to start.

The colossal frame of Adebayo Akinfenwa 
had caused Luton all manner of problems and 
the striker flicked on a long ball for Connolly to 
snatch victory in the 94th minute. 


“We shouldn’t concede three goals, it’s as 
simple as that,” said Luton boss John Still, add¬ 
ing: “Not only should we not concede three 
goals we should never concede a goal like we 
conceded the last one.” 

Still also bemoaned his makeshift defence, 
with Alex Lacey and Fraser Franks installed at 
centre back in place of the suspended Luke 
Wilkinson and Steve McNulty. 

“In the first half I don’t think our back people 
coped. I didn’t think they coped at all,” said 
Still of his back four, adding: “It’s disappointing 
because they played together at Mansfield. 

“In the second half they coped fantastically 
but made a mistake at the end, one punt down 
the middle.

The 22-year-old was not 
in the squad for the 3-2 
last-gasp defeat at AFC 
Wimbledon yesterday 
amid rumours that 
Peterborough United have 
made a bid for him. 

Hatters boss Still said 
afterwards that Cullen’s 
head had been turned and 
that they will have show¬ 
down talks tomorrow. 

“Mark said to me that he 
would like to look to move 
to a club in a higher divi¬ 
sion,” said Still. 

“I can say, ‘no, you’re not 
going, stay here and get on 
with it,’ but I probably 
wouldn’t play him as his 
heart’s not in it. 

“Everyone we have here, 


good or bad, has to be 100 
per cent us. Mark’s a great 
lad, this isn’t a criticism, 
it’s just how it is. 

“On Monday, the club 
will decide if we accept 
offers that are made for 
him. It maybe they don’t, 
he may have to stay here, 
but he wouldn’t play.” 

Cullen scored the win¬ 
ner against Carlisle last 
weekend - his third goal 
in two games - having 
been dropped for much of 
2015. 

Still said at the time that 
transfer interest in the 
striker had contributed to 
that, though Cullen 
admitted after his match¬ 
winning turn last week 
that he did not want to 
leave Luton. 

“You’d have to ask Mark 
that, I don’t know,” said 
Still, adding: “There were 
some enquiries, and have
